Circulars adver- 


tising stallions must have a copy of 
the certificate issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
The charge for 


enrollment is three dollars, for re- 
newal one dollar and transfer fifty 
cents. 


After January 1, 1917, no stallion, 


it Is provided, shall b* allowed for 
service which is not enrolled and cer- 
tified by the department.

service of unenrolled stallions.

"All these photographs are sub- 


mitted not only to the divisional 
staff concerned,.but to all the com- 
pany commanders who are to lead 
the attack;

warfare knows what the root diffi- 
culty was up to the present advance.

On the other hand, as all 
the wires are cut as soon as a battle 
begins, one did, not see how .to make 
sure that 
the 
moving curtain of 


shells would precede the attacking 
infantry without going too fast or— 
which was a -more ominous danger—t 
too slow.

able that some of the best artillery 
officers suggested that the only way 
out was to time exactly beforehand 
the movements
